Former Reeve, 

Tilly Fisher 
Dies At Didsbury 

A former resident of the Vulcan * 
district and reeve of the Municipal 
District of Vulcan, T. Francis (Til¬ 
ly) Fisher of Didsbury. died Mafch 
10 in the Didsbury hospital. 

Born in Rockwood, Ont., Mr. 
Fisher moved to Grafton, N.D. In 
3879 and to Sedalia, Alta., in 1909
